Cyclone and Tornado. 


Tlu' 
terrible 
tornado which swept 


through St. Louis and caused tho lo-s of 
so many human lives and so much prop- 
erty has pressed tho subject of tornadoes 
and cyclones upon the attention of every- 
body and many wonder what causes f uch 
disturbances. Tho best and most com- 
prehensive explanation is that made by 
Prof. Thomas C. Chamberlain of tho Uni- 
vcrsity of Chiiago. It is as follows: 


A cvclono is caused by the blowinp of 


a heavy, cold stratum of air over a light, 
warm moisture, and a tornado is a paTt 
of a cvelone. The Idea held by a preat 
manv is that a tornado Is a different phe- 
nomena from a cyclone, but such i-1 not 
tho caso. From a distance, we have 
found that tornadoes are always lot ated 
in tho southeast part of the cyclone and 
move from right to left. I- «•» «nt«r of 
the cyclone, and tornado, also, Is a partial 
vacuum, which Is responsible for tho up- 
rooting of trees and roofs. The ordinary 
oon litions preceding » tornadoare a thun- 
dor-sairm, moving from west to east, and 
» w ,rm. moist, wind which blows direct- 
Iv ,,gainst tho storm cloud. Behlml the 
cloml is a heavy, cold current, and it is 
the contact of the warm wind witli the 
cold current that causes the eruption. As 
goon as tho two currents meet, a funnel- 
shaped cloud is 'rtjX't 
"fthen 
moves a trifle toward the east and then 
descends. One peculiarity which I have 
observed in connection with tornadoes is 
that no lightning is visible. A^oyolnnc, is 
usually about 100 wile, in width and 
from twonfr to thirty mlto in length.

SPLENDID ADDRESS BY KEY. HOIE. 


"The Redeemers of the Republic" the 


Subject—Exercises at the Opera 


House—The Ceremonies at 


Greenwood Cemetery. 


This is Memorial Day, May 30th, the 


one day set apart in the year for tbe ob- 
servance of appropriate ceremonies in 
memory of tho fallen heroes who went 
forth in the sixties to do battle for free- 
dom and union, and tho day on which a 
grateful and patriotic people may join 
with the surviving citizen soldiery in do- 
ing honor to those who have gone before. 


It is a bright and beautiful day. Cool 


and pleasant. In compliance with the 
proclamation of Mayor Conklln, many of 
the factories and nearly all of tho busi- 
ness houses are closed this afternoon, and 
it seems that about all tho people of the 
community including tho school children 
are on the streets, in tho Grand opera 
house and slowly moving to Greenwood 
cemetery where sleep the dead. 


Flowers From the Schools. 


There was a great abundance of flowers 


brought to the various public school 
houses by the children this morning and a 
committee from tho G. A. B. called for 
them and removed them to the Durfee & 
Bros, store, wnere members of the W. B. 
C. fashioned them into bouquets and gar- 
lands. They were then taten to Green- 
wood and the Catholic cemeteries this fore- 
noon and placed upon the graves of the 
verteran dead. Belatlves of the dead also 
placed flowers upon the mounds as per- 
sonal tributes of tender remembrance. 


Public Services at tlie Opera House. 
This afternoon the members of Dun- 


nam Post No. 141 Grand Army of the Be- 
public, and Sons of Veterans 
formed 


in 
line 
and marched to the home 


of Rev. D. F. Howe on West Main street, 
escorting him to tho Grand opera house, 
where the public memorial serivces were 
held in the presence of a great throng of 
people. 


There was music by the band, the read- 


ing of the ritual service by the chaplain 
of the post, address of welcome by Com- 
mander Martin and the Columbia Memo- 
rial by school children under the direction 
of members of the Woman's Relief Corps, 
No. 4. Then followed a sham battle on 
the stage by Capt. Kinney's company un- 
der the direction of Chaplain Peniwell. 


Miss Beatrice Howard, Mrs. Dymis 


Howard, Harry C. Kepler and Al Linda- 
mood sang "Honor to the Brave," follow- 
ed by band music, and then came the 
Memorial address by the orator of the oc- 
casion. 


Address by Kev. U. F. Howe. 


The subject of the Memorial address by 


Rev. Mr. Howe, pastor of tho First M. E. 
church, was "Tho Redeemers of the Re- 
public." He said: It is one thing to 
know a fact but quite another to realize 
it. We know that the sun is twenty-five 
million miles from the Earth, but who 
realizes it? To aid us wo ore told that a 
passenger train running night and day at 
thirty miles an hour would be three hun- 
dred years on the road. That a through 
ticket at three cents a mile would cost 
us two million, eight hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 
We know the im- 


mense distance to the fixed stars, but we 
do not rcalbe it. To aid us we aio told 
that a message sent when Christ was born 
would still be on its way, though the same 
message would compass the Earth in a 
few swings of the pendulum. 
And that 


light which girdles the Earth seven times 
in tho tick of a watch would require mil- 
lions of years to bridge the chasm between 
our world and those stars. So we know 
that certain armies numbered a million 
men. 
But do we realize what that 


means? Such an army marching two 


camp in tents whose curtains ore the 
green sod. And on this day nearly four 
hundred regiments of their old comrades 
are on the march to show the World that 
they ore not forgotten. 
And they go not 


alone, for the greater part of this mighty 
nation goes with them. And I hear the 
tramp of thirty million people keeping stop 
to the muffled roll of more than than ten 
thousand drums and the blaro of more 
than ten thousand bugles. 
And when 


the sun sinks to his rest this great nation 
will have planted its colors in nearly every 
cemetery in the country from Maine to 
California. Planted them there In the 
little flag that marks the resting place of 
the old soldiers. Planted them there in 
the wealth of memorial 
flowers. 
Blue 


flowers. Blue as the field of the Old flog 
and as tho uniform of him who upbore it. 
White flowers. White as the stars iu that 
flog and the purity of the patriotism that 
held them together. 
Rtd flowers. Red 


as the stripes in that flag and tho blood 
that was given to maintain them. 


Standing before thesa decorated ceme- 


teries of tho grandest nation on Earth 
I would exalt these more thau half mil- 
lion soldiers that sleep within them. 
And I would exalt them not by adding 
anything 
to 
them 
for 
they 


need 
it 
not 
but 
simply 
have 


you see them as they arc. I would 
exalt them as I would the lily and the 
gold not by painting tho one or gilding the 
other but by letting the light fall on 
each. Exalt them as I would the glories 
of the Yosemito. 
Not by adding a single 


foot of granite to tho towering heights of 
Old El Capltan or tho Cathedral rocks or 
setting a single additional jewel Iu the 
wind blown waters of the Bridal Veil 
falls; but simply have you see them as 
they are. Exalt them as I would Niagara; 
not by adding another strand of flro to 
its eternal rainbow, another plume of 
foam to it crested billows nor a single 
tone to its ceaseless diapason of music. 
But simply have you stand at Table Rock 
and see it as it is. So to exalt the soldiers 
of the Sixties I come to add nothing to 
them. Not an additional element to their 
devotion, their courage and their deeds 
for they need it not. But only ask you 
to see them as they are. And to this end 
I invite you to what I think is one of the 
loftiest points from which an American 
citizen con behold them. I would have 
you to see them as the redeemers of this 
republic; as the Yosemites unveils, its glory 
to him who stands at Inspiration Point. 
As Niagara withholds naught from the 
eye or ear of him who standi on Table 
Rock so the fairest and most Inspiring 
vision of our soldiers, dead aud living, 
conies to him who views them from the 
standpoint, the redeemers of tho Republic. 
See what It menus. 


First, it means that they redoomed the 


most sublime and important principles. 
This gives the soldiers of the sixties a 
kind of preeminence among tho militant 
hosts of the world. Since the dawn of 
history twenty billion men have marched 
and fought as soldiers. 
What an army 


that. Can you realize that? That twen- 
ty billion Is nearly twenty times the 
population of the globe. 
That twenty 


billion men four abruust and closely 
spaced would make an army over «cven 
million miles long. 
March them down 


Water street and let them not stop night 
or day and they would be over flvc hun- 
dred years passing this house. Think of 
It. And those are the mon who have 
made the history of the world. 
Away 


back In that column somewhere are the 
one million soldiers of tho sixties 
Are 


they not lost'' No, there is something that 
gives them a kind of preeminence. What 
is it9 Not numbers. For somewhere in 
that mighty throng are the hosts of Xer- 
xes and tho legions of Old Rome. 
Not 


the establishment of great empires mid 
kingdoms. For in that throng are tho 
men who made possible Old Egypt, N!n- 
cvuh and Babylon. Not the length of 
their strife. For in that vast array are 
the men and the nations that mode the 
Peloponeslan war to last for twenty seven 


world. 


It meant redeeming the work of the pa- 


triots of seventy-six. We are stirred by 
their deeds and words but they would all 
be a mockery and bitter memory If it had 
not been for the soldiers of tho sixties. It 
Is a grand thing to build a great ship but 
whan she is built and with a great cargo 
on board is sweeping on the rocks it is a 
grander thing to redeem her cargo and 
all. A grand thing to build this ship of 
state. AH hall to Washington and the 
men of seventy-six. But seventy years 
after she was launched as she sailed with 
a cargo of a nation's and a world's hope 
she was caught in a storm of treason and 
would have utterly peirshod but for the 
men of the sixties, who redeemed her.and 
brought the craft launched by immortal 
patriots into port, her dooks slippery with 
blood, but at tho mast he.vd the old flag 
with not a star missing. 


Redeeming the republic meant redeem- 


ing tho rights of man. The history of 
the world is iu part» history of a struggle 
for these rights. 
The government of 


America was tho most perfect embodi- 
ment of them. Thos) rights were in jeop- 
ardy. We were about to have established 
here an empire based on humau servitude. 
The despotic nations of the old world 
looked on with gloo at tho failure of the 
republican government, ami the world's 
slow struggle toward liberty seemed go- 
ing down in eclipse and would have so 
gone but for tho soldiers of tho sixties. 
By redeeming it they hnvo made this na- 
tion an object lesson for the whole world 
and gave to us a crown of political privi- 
leges beyond power of comprehension. 
That was a subllma scene when tho czar 
was crowned. But a more sublime one 
thirty-five years ago when tho soldiers of 
the sixties put the crown of freedom not 
only on the head of four million slaves 
but on the head of all tho unnumbered 
millions who in all time should find shel- 
ter neath the stars and stripes.

TO PREVENT WRINKLES. 


E»t Frequently and Moderately, and Do 


Not Fret or Worry. 


If \\e would prevent wrinkles we must 


make up our minds to tiiKe life verj 
easily and never to be much amused or 
much troubled. We frown and fret, we 
laugh and cry, and tho-"e everyday ac- 
tions bring wrinkles round the eyes 
and mouth. Getting cross or constantly 
(giving way to temper will make the 
Arinkles come in short time.

If she feels cross and it is due to the 
presence of some one near her she al- 
ways leaves the room until this feeling 
has passed away. 


One of the most common ways of 


producing wrinkles is to eat too much.

Another way of making wrinkles is the 
way iu \\hich we wash and dry our 
faces and rub our eyes after crying. 
We rub our faces in all directions with 
a rough towel, and in that way stretch 
the skin.

( arefully with a soft towel, and never 
i ub it from the corners of the eyes near 
the nose toward the ears or we shall 
ba\ e a fresh crop of crow's feet. Good

VARIOUS USES OF SALT. 


Its Value la the Household Illustrated b> 


a Few Example*. 


One pint of line salt mixed with two 


pints of wood ashes and mixed with 
water vt ill mend cracks in stoves. When, 
clinkess accumulate in the gral«, throw 
in a handful of suit, let stand a few min- 
utes and they will be easily removed. 


A teaspoouful added to the water in 


which cut flowers are placed will pre- 
serve them for a considerable time, 
and a little rubbed on the griddles be- 
fore greasing will prevent cakes from 
sticking. Damp salt will remove the 
discoloration caused by tea on cups 
and saucers; if sprinkled immediately 
over any spot wherw something h;is 
boiled over on the stove, there will be 
110 ocloi, and the <?pot will be eaiily 
cleanecl. A tablespoonful put in a kero- 
sene lamp will make the oil give a 
l.righter light, and a small pinch added 
to the .starch vv ill prevent it sticking to 
the irons. If your inn-rain carpet looks 
dingy sprinkle a little salt over it and 
let it lie for at least live minutes, then 
fweep it thoroughly, and you will be 
surprised to see how much brighter it 
Avill look. 


One of the best thing1? for cleaning 


bras? is salt dissolved in vinegar. Cov- 
ton fabrics are less likely to fade if 
allowed to lie for n short time in a 
Mi ong solution of silt and water. 


Sprinkle damp salt around vvhe^e 


Ihere are moths and they will speedily 
take their departure. 


If a small pinch ii, added to the whites 


of eggs they will froth quickly. 


Small doses given at short intervals 


vv iU stop hemorrhage of the lunjrs; for 
stings or bites of any kind of insects 
apply it damp and bind tightlj ; foi 
neuralgia or severe pains in the stom- 
tich. fill a muslin bag, heat it and lay 
it against the aching? place. 


If the throat is very sore, wring a 


cloth out of cold salt water and bind 
around the neck, covering with a dry 
towel; 
a weak solution gargled will 


also help the throat. A sponge bath in 
salt water will arrest night sweats, 
j'lid if used cold is one of the best so- 
lutions for restoring firmness of the 
flesh; bathe the face upward and ther 
wipe dry. 
One-hnlf a teaspoonful dis 


solved in a little water will almost in- 
stantly relieve dyspepsia, or cure colic 
in a grown person. 


Two tenspooufuls in a bout a half pint 


of tepid water will act as an emetic, OT 
if snuffed up the nostrils will relieve a 
cold in the head or catarrh. 


Salt should be eaten with nuts to 


aid digestion.—Home Queen.

A New York Tribune special from 


Washington says: On the subject of 
Chinese exclusion Secretary Carlisle 
has written to the speaker oi the house 
a letter, an abstract of which is as fol- 
lows: 


"Sin: I have the honor to state that 


in many instances that Chinese apply 
for admission to the United States on 
the ground that they w-ere born in this 
country and visited China with their 
parents at an early age, where they 
remained for various reasons for ninny 
>ears. In every instance in support of 
their claim for admission they present 
the testimony of Chinese persons who 
ce-rtify that the applicants were born 
in tins country; that they knew them 
during infancy; were Acquainted with 
the parents, etc. In one mstancf re- 
ported an applicant was refused ad- 
mission and the case was taken before 
u United States commissioner, who 
held that the testimony of the Chinese 
witnesses standing uncontradicted was 
sufficient to establish the claim of the 
applicant that he was a native of the 
state of California, and his admission 
to this country was thereby ordered. 


"In view of the increased number of 


applications from Chinese for admis- 
sion to this country on the ground that, 
being born here, they are American cit- 
izens, and of the difficulties experienced 
by officers of this department in verif j - 
ing and controverting1 the testimony 
of Chinese witnesses produced by such 
applicants, I have the houor to invite 
attention to the subject with a view to 
such special legislation as will correct 
a practice which In my opinion nulli- 
fies in many particulars the intent of 
the law s relating to the exclusion of the 
Chinese. I Inclose an amendment, 
which, in my Judgment, will correct 
this evil. In this connection I desire 
to call your attention to the fact that 
Chinese merchants, prior to leaving 
this country, frequently have affidavits 
of witnesses prepared and bworn to be- 
iore notaries to the effect that the said 
Chinese are known to them, and that 
they are bona fide merchants. These 
affidavits, on their return to the United 
States, are received as evidence by the 
customs officers. In the trial of one 
buch case, in which it was charged the 
itffidavits were perjured before a United 
States commissioner, it was held that 
there was no law under which such 
afiidavits could be taken beforenotories 
public, and that the charge of perjury 
in the case could not, therefore, be sus- 
tained. Should it be deemed advisable 
to amend the existing law, as hereinbe- 
fore suggested, it is respectfully sub- 
mitted that the amendment be of (>uch 
character as to provide proper punish- 
ment for persons who make false affi- 
davits in Chinese cases before notaries 
public." 


Follow ing is the amendment proposed 


by Secretary Carlisle: 


"That the several lawn relating to the ex- 


clusion of Chinese be and the Bame are 
hereby amended in euch a manner as to re- 
quire in all Instances where proceedings 
are taken attectlng the right of Chinese to 
enter or remain In the United States, oi 
•where persons of Chinese descent claim the 
right to reentcr the United States as citi- 
zens thereof, the testimony of other than 
Chinese persons or persons of Chinese de- 
scent. and In case where affidavits are 
taken before notaries public or Justices of 
the peace, in matters pertaining to the ad- 
mission of Chinese to this country, or for 
their Identification and It is found that such 
affidavits are falsPlj made or not sustained 
by the facts, the persons making the same 
shall be and arc hereby made amenable to 
the opting laws prescribing punishment 
for perjury. 'J 


Che Wrong Done by a Dlibonorabl* towr 


RlEbted After Many Yean. 


A mortgage for $22,000 against the 


owners of some valuable property in 
Hearts Oak, la., and a number of let- 
ters which disclose "the unfair means 
by which a hu&band won a wife, are in 
the possession of Couch, Tower & Mur- 
phy, 
lawyers, of this city. The docu- 


ments are said to have been responsible 
for the marriage of two lovers after 
the woman's 13 years of wedded life 
with another and one year of widow- 
hood. 


The lawyers are reticent and refuse 


to reveal the names of the couple or 
disclose anything beyond the fact that 
the woman, who is about 34 years of 
age, 
and said to be beautiful, is the 


•laughter of Henry C. Clapbam, once 
a prosperous business man of this city, 
who died in 1860. 


The storj as learned was that two 


jmployes of Mr. Clapham, one, Edward 
Metcalfp, and another whose identity 
the law j era refuse to disclose, were 
both ardent suitors for the hand of 
their employer's daughter. Her choice 
was for the man whom the lawyers 
refuse to nnme. One duy she received 
n letter, supposed to ha1* e been w ritten 
by him, in which he declared that he 
no longer cared for her. The same even- 
ing Mr. Metealfe called upon her nnd 
ft=ked her tD mnrry him. She accepted 
his proposal. The couple nwed to the 
nest, nnd Metealfe obtained a position 
w ith a cotton goods house, which took 
him to England and South Africa. Dur- 
ing his traveling his wife lived in Lon- 


don.Her father had previously invested 
$22,000 with a friend, John Springle, 
v ho had secured 4,000 acres of land in 
O'Brien county, la., where he wanted 
to found a city. The enterprise failed, 
und Mr. Clapham regarded his money 
»b lost. When he died, in 1880, Metealfe 
secured the mortgage given to Clapham 
oy Springle, along w ith his other papers. 
Springle died in 1893. Metealfe died 
about two years ago, and his w idow was 
surprised to receixe from her former 
favored suitor, who was .living' in St. 
Louis, a note of condolence A few days 
ifterward she discovered amongherhus- 
band's letters one which her suitor had 
sent to her, but w hich had been inter- 
cepted, she believes, by Metealfe. Ex- 
planations followed, and it was1 learned 
that the letter written by her unknown 
lover jilting her was a forgery. The 
two were married about eight months 
ago, near New York city, and ore now 
traveling in, tie west. The second hus- 
band held until recently some high ad- 
ministrative office in a town near Des 
Moines, la. 


The property in Hearts Oak. held by 


the Clapham mortgage, has developed 
into valuable land, nnd the lawyers hope 
to be able to prove their title to it.

Moscow. May SI.—A terrible acci- 


dent resulting in the loss of a larg«, 
number of lives, occurred here jester- 
day. T"e jiopular fete of the corona- 
tion ceremonies was held in the Uo- 
dvnsky plain, opposite the Petroffsky 
palace, and" it is estimated that fully 
501)000 persons attended. For days 
nas't the city has beon full of peasants 
from many part* of the country, all 
awaiting the free feast that was given 
yesterday. Many of the peasants had 
walked long distancas in order to bo 
present, whilo others, more fortunate, 
had arrived in the city in vehicles of 
every description. 


Expectation had reached the highest 


point, for it was known that yester- 
day's fetes would excel anything of 
the kind ever given in connection with 
the coronation of the czar. 


Long before daylight the crowds be- 


gan pouring in the direction of the 
plain, while at an early hour an. 
borts of merry making was indulged 
iu. 
The scene wras one to be long 


remembered. Great booths had been 
constructed on the plain, and free 
food was distributed with free beer 
and als.0 niugs as souvenirs of the oc- 
casion. 
This free feast, which has always 


been the^popular feature of corona- 
tions, has hitherto been the occasion 
of a great deal of crowding and good 
natured fighting for places on the part 
of the 
hundreds of 
thousands of „*» 


guests in the city, but no such gather- 
witli 


ing 
was 
ever witnessed on 
the ing 


Hcdynsky plain, which has always 
been the scene of the popular ente.-- 
tainmcnts ending coronations, as that 
which assembled yesterday. 


Everything progressed smoothly un- 


til the distribution of the food and 
gifts began. Then the people in the 
rear began to crowd forward, but the 
police and soldiers checked them, and 
for a short time there was compara- 
tive 
order. 
Soon, 
however, the 


crowd 
in 
the 
rear 
again be- 


came impatient and surged forward 
despite every effort to hold them back. 
Harriers had been erected in the 
vicinity of th* booths to prenvent 
aggressive crowdinganoT under ordin- 
ary circumstances these would have 
been sufficient for the purpose. The 
people in front were swept against, 
the barriers, where the enormous 
weight of the surging mass in the 
rear was thrown directly against 
them. Mail with pain and fright, the 
people who were crushed against the 
barriers straggled to get away, but 
their attempts were fruitless. Their 
shrieks were'heard, and this had the 
effect of further inciting those in the 
tear to get forward. 


Suddenly the barriers gave way, 


and with a rush tbe immense throng 
bwept forward. 
Hundreds of men, 


women and children were thrown 
down, and to stumble or fall meant 
death or serious injury, but no.power 
could check the crowd, many of whom 
were in a condition of panic. 
The au- 


thorities were helpless and for a time 
the scene baffled description. 
Many 


persons were killed by being crushed 
against the barriers before they gave 
way, and a great number met their 
deaths by being trampled upou. 
The 


cries and shriek* of the injured could 
be heard above the tumult of the 
crowd, and the «ffect w'as heartrend- 
ing,Additional troops were called upon 
to assist In checking and dispersing 
the people. 
This they finally suc- 


ceeded in doing, when every effort 
was made to succor the injured. Cos-, 
sack* were placed at the entrances ol 
th« 600 booth* on the plain and into 
these structures were carried the 
bodies of the dead. 


At the time of sending this dispatch 


(4:50) it U impossible to say how many 
per«on» were killed, bu< the reporter 
of the (fatted Press, who was an eye- 
witness of the affair, saw heaps of 
bodies In the booth. 


While the crush was most intense 


and the curses, shrieks and howls of 
pain were at their height, an unknown 
woman was delivered of a child on the 
field. No attention was paid to them 
by the 
maddened crowd and the 


mother and the iafant were trampled 
to death. ' 


Every facility was given for the 


identification of the dead, but m most 
instances It was impossible to recog- 
nize them so badly were they crushed 
ami disfigured. 


A large number of the dead were 


carried away in ambulances and on 
fire trucks, but many bodies are still 
in the booths. It is highly probable 
that many of the victims who came 
from a distance will never be identi- 
fied. These bodies will be interred by 
the government. ln fact' !t is

lieved that most of those who were. 
killed were moujiks from the proy-
